“the acquisitive society.” Though not a total 
defender of the Russian system, Mr. Laski 
nevertheless thinks it offers an effective way of 
life. His arguments against democratic capi- 
talism have been criticized as over pessimistic.

The account of early years emphasizes the 
unfortunate guardianship that gave him an 
aversion to women. He was recovering from 
an electric shock that deprived him of his 
senses for months when the war started. He 
served with the Anzacs in Egypt, at Gallipoli, 
and in France and the account of these years 
fills most of the book. Frank comments about 
the amorous adventures of fellow students, 
the problem of soldiers and women in Egypt, 
and the incompetence of officers. The last war 
as subject and the treatment may limit appeal 
to older men.

Injured when his ship was 
torpedoed from under him in the Caribbean, 
he was hospitalized in Trinidad and after 
many setbacks returned to the United States 
where he toured war plants. On the Mediter- 
ranean trip he went ashore and took part in 
the fighting. Occasionally the writing is 
strained but on the whole the account gives 
a vivid impression of experiences and reac- 
tions.

Now that the invasion is an overwhelming fact in our lives and the great issue actually 
engaged, more readers than ever, I suppose, will occasionally seek relief from tension in 
books that will temporarily divert their minds from those anxieties that press upon us all. 
As I have remarked here before, this department has little patience with those who use 
the word “escape,” in application to books, as a term of opprobrium. Either in the form 
of pure and simple relaxation or on the level of concern with those values which shine 
above and far outlast wars and revolutions of whatever magnitude, there should be no 
need to apologize for writing or reading books that either rest or elevate the spirit. To 
condemn one practice or the other is to surrender to hysteria. 

Our British allies have endured tensions, anxieties, deprivations and horrors that we 
know only through the cold medium of print or screen, but they have been far more sen- 
sible than we in this matter of what it is proper and fitting to write and to read in time 
of crisis. They have more fully realized and more readily acknowledged that, besides the 
books which are actual weapons in winning the war and planning the peace, there is 
both a place and a need for the so-called “literature of escape,” whether it be in the 
guise of a mystery story or of a great poem which, in the foulness of our present world, 
can find the eternal springs of beauty and truth.
